this Reafon, that, tho’ his own Defigns have no 
Merit in them, they yet operate to the general 
Good and Benefit of the Society. 


Greatly different from the worft of thefe is the hor- 
rid Guilt of that Man, who, having himfelf alone 
imagined and perpetrated a moft deteftable Crime, 
and drawam another who was utterly uncon{cious of 
the profligate Intention, and even perfuaded by falla- 
cious Reprefentations and confident Affertions, that 
fomething entirelyoppofite to what appear’d was really 
intended, into an unguarded,unperceived,unfufpected 
Participation, merely as an Inftrument and in the 
Way of his Profeffion, of an Offence which no Man 
living would hold in higher Deteftation than him- 
felf; moft atrocious, I fay, muft be the Guilt of 
that Man, who, in thefe Circumftances, fhould at 
laft to complete his Infamy, have the diabolical Af- 
furance, when the Danger of that Venom was 
over, which he alone was the Poifoner to prepare, 
to bring againft the unconfcious Labourer (who was 
not at all guilty in Defign, nor otherwife guilty in 
Ad, than by giving too eafy Credulity to this vil- 
lainous Informer) an Accufation which again{t him- 
felf, and himfclf only, would, in the Opinion of 
all the virtuous Part of Mankind, have been juft 
and equitable, with all the moft fevere Penalties that 
ever had been legally provided to punifh fuch Enor- 
mities ! 


If Indignation has here precipitated me into fome 
Warmth, and a Regard to Good-manners into fome 
Obfcurity of Expreffion, I hope it will be fufficient 
for my Excufe, that I affirm, in Behalf of an igno- 
rant Sufferer, there is too much Reafon for this 
Deviation from the. ordinary Stile, and Method of 
my Lucubrations. 


But to have done with any particular Cafe, in 
which every Reader may not think himfelf intereft- 
ed, let us proceed in cur Contemplations on Trea- 
cbery and Villainy of the moft confummate Nature 
and Degree ! 


And here there is but one Charafer univerfally 
known or acknowleged, to whom this Superemi- 
nence in Wickednefs can juftly be applied. This 
Perfon is known by a great Variety of Names, and 
has been worfhipped under moft of them, either by 
antient or modern Idolators. It is almoft needlefs

Tho’ fome fertile Imaginations have, invented a 
Multiplicity of imaginary Beings, which they call 
Devils, we have not I think any Authority to afcribe 
that Title, or any of the reft here recited, in an 
emphatical Manner, to more than, one individual 
Spirit.. We are indeed told of his Angels, his 
Agents, and other inferior Perfonages, who coniti- 
tute the Community or Nation of evil Spirits; but 
the Devil himfelf, Zs great old Deceiver, is always 
diftinguifhed from the reft of thefe malignant Beings, 
with Marks of peculiar Dignity. Our great Ailton, 
who perhaps was the molt learned Demonologitt 
that ever lived, has been extremely careful to 
preferve. this Character of {upreme Dignity to his 
Satan, though he has been very fublime alfo in the 


Characters and Speeches he has given to Belzebub, ' 


Belial, Malach, Mammon, and many other of Satan's: 
infernal Subjects.

In the Office of a Tempter, and Difguife of an 
old Serpent, did his diabolical Majefly make his firtt 
Appearance. - His Bufinefs was to practice an un- 
fufpicious Innocence, and feduce, under the colour- 
able Pretence of a noble, beneficial and divine Action, 
to the Commiffion of an Offence, which, to the 
Eye of plain Reafon, feems to have been no more 
than an ignorant and inadvertent Deviation from 
the moft ftri& Duty. But Satan fucceeded in this 
Stratagem, and was therefore the great Type of all 
future Deceivers under the Mask of Fricndfhip. 


The fame Kind of Praétice, if we are orthodox 
in our Faith, we. muft believe him to have carried 
on, from the Beginning of Time unto this Day, 
upon all the unguarded and unwary. This is fo im- 
portant an Article of Faith with the common Pro- 
fligates of the human Species, that when they can- 
not affign any other Reafon for the Mifconduct they 
are charged with, it ferves them for an univerfal 
Plea, that the Devil put it intotheir Heads. Doubt- 
lefs, there are more Faults committed among Men

Habit of a Virtue, than he turns Traitor and In- 
former againft that very Perfon. We read of his 
appearing in Heaven among the Sons of God, and 


‘ bringing his Charge.to the Footftool of divine Wif- 


dom and Juftice againft thofe who lived, pert.aps, 
the moft exempt of Mankind from Error. He had 
his railing Accufations againft Mofes, and his Infi 
nuations againft “fob, that he did not ferve God for 
nought. When be could not find a particular Ac- 
tion, ypon which to ground his Charge, he endea- 
voured by all Manner of wordly Afflictions to exaf- 
perate him to fome rafh Decd, or rafh Expreffion. 
Jeb himfclf, under thefe Circumftances, was not 
found through the whole entirely innocent ; tho’, in 
fpite of the mallcious Wiles of Satan, and the petu- 
lant Reproaches of his miftaken Friends, Le appears, 
at the Conclufion, to be the lcaft culpable of all the 
Perfons in the facred Drama that bears his Name. 


Can it be a Wonder, ought it to be confidered as
